Seizure or tub Sohoones 11 Circus."— 
The schooner Circus, belonging lo Mujor 
Downie's exploring- pSftyi was yesfofflay 
seized by Harbormaster Nngle on a charge 
■of having violated ihe revenue laws pf 
British Columbia. The seizure is made on 
complaint of Captain Swanson, chief trader 
for Ihe Hudson J*ay Company on the West 
Coast of the Sister Colony. It is charged 
'thai the Circus, in common with other email 
vessels, lias been in trie habit of clearing 
from this port for the Northwest Coast of 
Vancouver Island, but have afterwards 
crossed to the mainland and traded with 
Indians. Capt. lYagle says he has no au- 
thority o clear Vessels for any port of 
the Sister Colony except New Westminster. 
This being the case, how does h happen 
that the Hudson Hay Company are per- 
mitted to trade with British Colombia In- 
dians without first clearing at New West- 
minster.' On referring to our files, we find 
that the Labouchere cleared on the 1-lih nit. 
ior" the Northwest Co«s|." We also find that 
small trading vessels, owned and sailed by 
^enterprising persons independent of the 
Company, clear tor " the Northwest Coast.'' 
Where is the difference between the Com- 
pany's traders and the independent traders ! 
According to the Custom House hooks, none 
whatever. And yet we find a Chief Trader 
of the Hudson Hay Company .complaining 
of a vessel for doing tno very thing of which 
he is himself guilty— and the harbormaster 
forthwith seizes thp craft ! If the Company 
fas is claimed) scttU the matte;- at the Colo- 
nial Uliice, why is not the same privilege 
nfTurded the smaller traders! It British 
Columbian duties are paid in Victoria, and 
clearance granted to one fiim, it seems an 
' act of tyranny, injustice and partiality to re- 
fuse the same privilege to another firm. The 
movement yesterday is generally regarded 
as a dodge of the Hudson Hay Company to 
prevent further interference with the good 
thing they have enjoyed for so long a time 
in trading with the heathens of British Co- 
lumbia. It is greatly to be imped that their 
smart tricks will be summarily put an end 
to by the Government. The people here 
have had their fill ol such doses, mid if they 
refuse tu t-wallow any more ol the same 
kind, wlm can blame them ? The matter is
